Out of the con- 
tending interests of a hot aud bitter feeling, 
be has borne himself so that but few have 
found fault. i 

It seems useless in this review to notice j 
also the Hon. J. B. Temple, to whose calm ! 
and wise action as the President of the Mil-j 
itary Board much is due. It is only when ] 
the full report is received, in accordance j 
with his request on hia resignation, that the 
:State will be fully able to appreciate the 
mixed and miscellaneous duties falling upon 
him, but Le has already wou a character 
and standing in the State to which it can 
add but littie, except as a proof of the de.sert 
already acknowledged. i 

The next question is, what is to he done? 
The whole military and civil control of the 
State is in a measure handed over to the 
new Governor and the Legislature. If they 
mistKke the grave and important duties de- 
volving upon them, they are the only men 
that do, and we are confident they do not. 
It is a grave and serious duty enough to 
know for one thing that the protection of 
the State, internal and external, necessarily, 
under the new regulation of affairs, falls 
upon the Legislative and Executive of the 
State. Our Federal Government will, of 
course, always be able and willing to lend 
its power and influeuce to the State authori- 
ties, but in the midst of this war its force 
will be exercised here for a time, and flien 
follow and destroy the main armies of the 
enemy. There must, therefore necessarily 
be a heme force, ready at any moment to 
spring to arms, and such a force must be 
constantly drilled, and subject to move under 
order‘d ot*tbe Governor, to any point. Mili- 
tary movements must not be the subject for 
a debating society. 

To accomplish this highly <iesirable ob- 
ject. we must have a militia law with life in 
it, not acorn-stalk and hard-cider affair. We 
have no doubt that the earliest attention 
of the Legislature will be directed to tbit 
point, and such a law be drafted as will ac- 
complish all the ends to be desired. There 
is one point, however, worthy of attention, 
that under Gen. Boyle's order, the Home 
Guards, or State Guards, or whatever name 
they may be called by, are not entitled to 
any pay for their services The State is 
wealthy, and well able to pay these men 
when actively engaged in defense of the 
State Drills, encampments, and the like, 
ought to be paid for by general euUscrip 
tion, and doubtless will be; but while the 
men are actually in service this ought to be 
paid out of the State funds. The State will, 
doubtless, be divided into brigades, regiments, 
battalions and companies, situated conveni- 
ently in its territory. The Expense will 
amount to little or nothing, and H will 
tserve as a school for discipline. The United 
» States forces will soon drive every vestige of 
an enemy from our border^-, and what little 
remains to be done our Kentucky guards 
can do 

» 

Such a militia law as we can rather 
imagine than describe — having graauated 
onlv as aid under our friend, the late Gov- 
ernor — would he the true and proper basis 
for a draft, and the men would be willing to 
go, and indeed anxious to go for the nine 
months — the time called lor. 

This is the question pressing in different 
directions upon our Legislature and our Ex- 
ecutive. We feel assured it will be acted 
upon at an early day.

The 
Sliylark was lieavily laden with tJovernment 
stores, and got aground. Her officers had 
unloaded a portion of the stores, when they 
were attacked by guerrilla.** to the number 
ol 30. The crew being unarmed, were com- 
pelled to surrender. The guerrillas, after re- 
moving the furniture and silverware, set fire 
to both boats. The crews were released on 
parole. 

The steamer Dickey, from Helena, reports 
all quiet. 

There was a slight skirnii.«h on the 16th, 
thirteen miles from Memphis, with a parly 
of Jeff. Thompson’s cavalry. The rebel -i 
were routed, killing one and wounding two. 

A dispatch from Smithland says a rebel 
force six hundred strong had taken Clarks- 
ville, and are advancing on Fort Henry. 

A dispatch from Fort Donelson confirms 
the capture of Clark.^ville, and say.s the 
rebels are moving on that position There 
are only one hundred and fifty efficient 
men there. Reinforcements have been ask- 
ed for. 

The Grenada Appeal of the 14th contains 
Stonewall Jackson's official report of the 
battle of Cedar Mountain, and claims a bril- 
liant victory. 

Washington, Aug. 20 — Hon. Reverdy 
.Johnson, of Maryland, has made his report 
to the Government upon the points in the 
administration of affairs at New Orleans, 
and the President has approved its conclus- 
ions. 

It is understood he recommends the return 
to tlie Consul ot the Netherlands of the 
S80(),000 seized by Gen Butler; that the 
$716, 000 be returned to the French Con.sul ; 
and also that a large amount of sugar and 
other merchandise he relinquished to the 
Greek, British, and other foreign mercliants 
domiciled in New Orleans, as according 
to Mr. Johnson, these seizures cannot be 
justified. 

At a dinner party recently a prominent 
politician, in tlie presence of Reverdy John 
son, suggested that with the latter as Gover- 
nor and Gen. Dix in the place of Butler, the 
people would rally and through a conven- 
tion bring the State back into the Union. 
From this private remark doubtless has 
risen the rumor that such an arrange;ient 
is to be consummated. It has no other basis.

The rebels have a very simple and 
effective method of recruiting and keeping 
their old regiments full. A correspondent 
who insists that the Government must have 
a million of men in the field before winter, 
says of the rebel plan : 

Two or three recruiting officers from each 
regiment now in the field are to be kept 
constantly at home, in the parish where the 
regiment was raised. They are to receive 
and drill all the recruits that offer, and, if 
none offer, they are to obtain recruits from 
the enrollment list of the conscription. 
There are in the South 1,507,770 men capa- 
ble of bearing arms, so that there is plenty 
of material for them. Every month the 
Colonel of the regiment is to inform them 
how many of them he wants to fill up his 
regiment to the full complement, and every 
month the senior recruiting officer is to 
march lor the seat of war with the required 
number of fresh men, his own place being 
supplied by another officer.
